1921, 
with an output of 108,800 tons, being 
the last in -which the 100,000 tons 
mark was exceeded. 
The week of 


December IT, 97,830 tons, was the 


. nearest approach, throughout the per- 


iod following the beginning ot the 


. slump, March 10 last. 


Although the. stimulus 'given the 


fueling trade, as a result of the pre- 
caution consumers are taking against 
a .strike of the coal miners, has pro- 
dur-ed the greater activity in. coal, 
which has been reflected In the coke 
•region, the advance in the price of 
coke and the larger demand during 
the past week have had a different 
origin. A number of netvjy resumed 
furnaces have come into the market 
for coke and that has made it ncces- 


• sary for more of it to be produced. To 
meet such emergencies the region has 
at all times been ready. 


There Is another point of difference 


between the coal and the coke situa- 
tions. In the former the buying has 
been mainly for storage purposes w'ith 
comparatively little Increase in con- 
sumption. 
In the latter the buying 


has' betn tor Immediate consmptlon 
which haa Increased. 
Some of the 


miscellaneous consumers of coke, out- 
side of fmrnaces, have beta accumu- 
lative some stock but It has beta in- 
considerable In volume. 


It Is this aspect that is encouraging 


coke producers In the view that the 
acceleration of coke demand Is of a 
permanent character. As a rule fur- 
naces do not go In blast without de- 
pendable assurances that ther can 
keep running for a very considerable 
time, htnce when ther come Into the 
cok* market the producers are In turn 
assured that business which follows 
Is not of a transient character. Buy- 
Ing that Is done In anticipation of a 
strik* belongs to that classification 
and Is not counted, upon as doing more 
than to prorldt a temporary market, 
or 5 chance to clean up accumulations. 
or. at best, to require somewhat great- 
er area activity until the emergency 
has passed. 


Whatever may be the developments 


with respect to still larger coal or 
cpke demand the Connells-viUe region 
.is prepared and will be alert to meet 
it: Getting ready for u resumption of 
activity on either. a small or a large 
scale has oeen~ the principal occupa- 
tion ot plant managers for months 
past. They can supply either coal or 
coke, or -both, according as the needs 
of consumers may require and as the 
course of the markets may determine 
which ot the two branches of the trade 
mar be the most attractive.
